December 15 is past, and stili busy Newportville 
Road is a chopped up imitation of a country lane. 
That was the date the State Highway Depart­ 
ment told Clifford Watson, Falls Township road- 
master, the main artery would be “passable.” 
Motorists find the highway is still a conglomera­ 
tion of mud and deep holes from Tyburn Road to 
Hood Boulevard, a distance of a mile and a quarter. 
From Hood Boulevard to the beginning of the

bridge at Common's Creek, about 30 yards from the 
termination at Tyburn Road, a driver risks perma­ 
nent injury to himself and damage to his automobile 
if he drives over five miles an hour. 


The mile and a quarter takes 14 minutes of 
bumping, bouncing, temper teasing driving. 


From the bridge, which is still impassable, a 
driver headed for Fallsington must journey through 
the Thornridge or Vermilion Hill section, then out 
to Tyburn Road, and back to the intersection. 
Watson said state workers have placed a base 


on the road, which seems to wash away when it rains 
or snows. 
“The road seems no better today than it was 
when the crews started working last fill,” he said. 
Newportville Road starts at Tyburn Road and 
goes to Emilie Road. The road has been surfaced 
from Tyburn to the bridge and also from Emilie to 
Hood Boulevard from the other end. 
Business people with stores in that mile and a 
quarter “gap area” have complained to the Falls 
Township officials and asked for state help. The 
road is a state highway. 


Watson said he had contacted the state high­ 
way department but has not spoken to them since the 
Dec. 15 “ passable date” expired. 


“Early plans called for the road to be made 
passable by that date and then completed by spring. 


“It’s certainly not passable now and it doesn't 
look as if it will be completed by spring,” Watson 
said. 
Road equipment and a limited supply of per­ 
sonnel are still active on the highway almost daily, 
Watson said.

He 
said that at the time there was 
a very bad weather forecast for 
Washington. 
The President, described by as­ 
sociates as “ roaring around like 
a rocket" after the jam-packed 
week of talks with NATO leaders 
in Paris, apparently was well re­ 
covered from the mild stroke he 
suffered here earlier this month.
